Labor Unions. 

The Court holds that members of 
the American Federation of Labor ha\e 
ne right to entice apprentices working 
in a factory to become members of 
the Glassworkers Union. 

The case upon which the opinion is 
baaed is an appeal of P. J. SKILLY 
and others, members of the Glass- 
workers Union, from the judgment of 
the Allegheny County Court, restrain- 
ing them from interfering with the 
apprentices of Charles I.. Placcus, 
a glass manufacturer of Tarentum. 
Pa. 

The Supreme Court dismisses the 
appeal at the coet of the members of 
the Union. The opinion snys, among 
other things, that the manufacturer 
had the right to employ workmen who 
were independent of any labor union 
and he had the further ri^ht to adopt 
a system of apprenticeship which ex- 
cluded his apprentices from member- 
ship in such Unions, and no one had 
a right to interfere with it to his in- 
jury. 

The Court found that the inter- 
ference was injurious to him, and if 
allowed to continue, would ruin his 
business.
